Plan No. 8 contains features 
of great interest to citizens and 
district’ residents, and concerns 
the development of the acres 
of Baker property adjoining the 
town on the south, This sp!endid 
piece of land with its gentle slope 
lies between the Baker buildings 
on the south and 103 Ave. on the 
north, between the meridian line 
on the east and the school grounds 
on the west, and will be develop- 
ed as a residential area. The b ue+ 
print shows the present driveway 
going to the farm as being re- 
moved from its present site and 
placed to run north and south on 
the west side next to the school 
grounds. The whole 37 acres will 
be surrounded by a wide grass 
border on the south-east, and part- 
ly on the north with a street 
entry midway on the east from 
the meridian line, Inside the grasa 
berder will be a street following 
around the development on all 
sices. Within this bordering street, 
all streets will run east and west, 
there will be no north and south 
streets. There -will be 155 lots 
available, size 50 by 120 ft. 
Pwelve..of these lots are already 
sold to the Trans-Mountain Pipe- 
line Co. It is understood the com- 
vany will build 12 honses*to cost 
from $12,000 to $15,000 each, 
fully médern, for the use of their 
staff. In all construction inside 
this -avea buildings will be requir- 
ed to conform to a minimum 
standard of valuation and design,

EDITORIALS 


Our Free Press Owes Much 
To Linotype Machine 


Ottmar Mergenthaler’s Linotype ma- 
chihe, christened in the offices of the New 
York Tribune on July 3, 1886, was “the most 
potent machine of its age,” states the March 
Reader’s Digest. 

The new machine touched off a boom in 
printing, created hundreds of industries and 
millions of jobs, greatly enlarged daily news- 
papers while lower ing their cost made possi- 
ble the printing of more magazines and 
books of many kinds. Because of the Lino- 
type, liberar ies multiplied in number and 
size, and in a single generation the level of 
literacy advanced by a full century. 

Thé Linotype made a metal slug that 
would print simultaneously several w ords in 
a line of type the width of a newspaper 
column. Previously, words and sentences 
had been formed laboriously by .men who 
picked up the letters one at a time from type 
cases. 

For some sime after its first use, how- 
ever, the machine seemed headed for failure 
for it was too costly for any but the largest 
publishers. Then the idea of leasing Lino- 
types was proposed. Small publishers could 
meet the rental terms; soon scores of smail- 
town. newspapers. appeared. By the year 
1900 there were 8,000 Lmotypes in use. 

In thus making modern printing possi- 
ble, Mergenthaler succeeded where many 
other inventors had failed. He knew nothing 
of printing, the article says; therefore “his 
prime advantage was an open mind—he had 
nothing to forget.” 

Though he died in 1899 at the age of 45, 
his machine paid him and his heirs about 
$1,500,000. 


eek Freight Rate Boost 


Though granted a 9 per cent increase in 
freight rates a short time ago, Canadian rail- 
ways now. have further applications for 
freight rate increases before the Board of 
Transport Commissioners.

Goodbye To Nuisance Taxes

Mr. Abbott has brought down what he says is 
his last budget, and it’s a good one. Hardly. ‘why 
one can be angry or go away mad with the 1958 
budget. Even if this is an election year an@ we ex- 
pected tax cuts anyway. 
The 11% reduction in personal income taxes, 
reduced rates of cor poration taxes .are, of 
important. But the really outstanding fea- 
tures of this budget is the elimination of the 
nuisance check excise tax and radio license fee.

RADIO LICENSE FARCE 


It’s funny how iong a per- 
fectly farcical idea can persist in 
the minds of some people, and. the principle of the 
radio license fee is the funniest—and the grimmest 
of all. . 

The funny idea was that the $2.50 license fee 
tax on radio sets was necessary to give the Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Corporation an independent in- 
come so it would’t be dependent on the government 
for its support. It probably cost the Government 
about half the $2.50 to-collect and a whole army of 
able-bodied men office executives, directors, in- 
spectors, collectors and investigators was kept on 
the staff of the Department of Transport to try 
and collect this license fee. Now some of these 
fellows will have to go out and get a job. So an 
unnecessary lot of human energy and wasted effort 
was being spent annually to support the myth that 
sthe CBC is not a government-paid department. But 
the fee is being abolished and there’ll be -no tele- 
vision fee. 

But we dont’ need to worry about television, 
if it’s left to the CBC there'll be none here for the 
next twenty years. 

PROSPEROUS TIMES 


The keynote of Mr, Abbott's address was that 
last year Canadians had prosperity without addi- 
{ional mflation. -With no let-up in Defence spending 
and other Government services being fully miain- 
tained, other tax cuts are being made effective. 
Besides reductions in income taxes, there is aboli- 
tion of sales tax on newsprint, greater allowance on 
medical.expenses (all over 3% instead of formerly 
1%) and other important reductions such as 4c less 
tax on cigarettes. 

All this is possible (an estimated total tax re- 
duction of $250,000,000.,00) because Canada’s “Gross 
National Product” is rising year by year and it is 
estimated that it will go up another billion dollars 
(from 28 billion in ’52) this year, 

By making and selling more goods we are 
benefitting directly by lower taxes. Which seems 
to prove that the only way to have prosperity is not 
to work harder, and produce more goods. 

And that applies to a nation as well as to [fndi- 
viduals.

There is a big brick house on 103 St. 
and 99 Ave., thousands of people 
drive or walk past. daily and yet few 
realize that it is more than just a 
house. H’s a monument to kind- 


ness and determinatiin. This is The 


Edmonton for Ex-Servicemen’s 
Children and, when it was incor- 
porated under The Benevolent 


Societies Act in 1946 it was the first 
home of its kind in Canada. 

The home is a complete departure 
from what we have come to know of 
charitable institutions —it 1s more 
comparable to a good residential 
hotel with sincere love and kind- 
“ness added. The idea of starting 
the home was formed by a groun of 
women who were already working 
for the purpose of aiding service 
men. The president of the group 
then and now is Mrs. J. E. Petersen. 
She and her husband do the lions 
share of the work today, just as 
they have since the idea was con- 
ceived. The going has been tough 
every inch of the way. In Novem- 
ber, 1944, a trust fund was set up 
and more funds were raised. In 
April, 1946, the building was pur- 
chased. Months of cleaning’, deco- 
rating and renovating followed; 


~~ furniture was obtained and then in- 


December, 1946, the doors opened 
to admit the first children. 


The Policy of the Home was to of- 
fer care and comfort to children of 
ex-ser'vicemen or women between 
the ages of 4and 14. The age limits 
have frequently been ignored 
where families of children are in 
need of care and do not all come 
within the limits. As a result the 
home at present has children rang- 
ing in age from 2 to 17. 


For the first 2 years of operation 
the average number of children 
being cared for was 35 at any one 
time, since then the need has in- 
creased and the average for the 
past year was 50. 

The children are of many racial 
origins and religious faiths, there 
is absolutely no discrimination. 
They are educated to the highest 
possible standard and are en- 
couraged to attend the church of 
their faith. 

The children enter the home for a 
multitude of reasons, to mention a 
few there are cases where the 
mother has deserted the home and 
the father is unable to take care of 
the children and still keep his job. 


There are cases of mothers deserted 
and having to seek full time em-

neglect by parents, and of course 
separations, divorees and death of 
parents are common causes. Wher- 
evel it is possible without causing 
hardship, the parent or guardian 
of a child are asked to pay part of 


the cost, an amount of from 20 to 
30 dollars per month. 


In spite of grants made by the Com- 
munity Chest, the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, The Ladies’ Auxiljary to 
the Canadian Legion (Branch No. 
24 dnd country branches) and the 
Eastern Star Ladies, the home is 
constantly in need of funds. Faith 
and determination has kept things 
going thus far and it is the writer’s 
firm conviction that the home will 
continue for many years to come. 


One citizen of Edmonton who 
makes a notable contribution is Dr. 
Harry Wienlos. He attends the 
children in sickness, or, if a child is 
brought to his office he always 
manages to attend it however busy 
he may be. He makes no charge 
for these services and sends cash 
donations as well. It ismen such as 
he that without ever mentioning it 
continues to give help and support 
wherever it is needed. Various 
food donations are made through 
the year, one city bakery regularly 
sends all surplus bread and buns to

Save the Soil Campaign—1952 

“Save the Soil” campatgns in 
Manitoba. had a most successful 
year in 1952. : 

Starting from a humble _ begin- 
ning (see. “Seedtime & Harvest” 
February 14, 1952) — one project 
at Pilot Mound in 1951 — the 
“Save the Soil” campaign has really 
‘caught on’. 

The Manitoba Department of 
Agriculture, encouraged by the re- 
sponse of farmers in the Pilot 
Mound area to this new approach 
to soil consérvation, made the ‘Save 
| the Soil” campaign a_ provincial 
policy early last year. The result 
was 12 campaigns with a total of 
almost 200 members in 1952, And 
all clubs indicated that their mem- 
bership would be increased -in 1953, 

A New Approach. ‘This is a new 
approach to soil conservation. in 


Manitoba. It is a “grass roots” 
approach. The person who can 
conserve’ the soil—the farmer—is 


vitally interested and welcomes as- 
sistance. Those in charge of the 
campaigns, the Sail Specialist and 
the Agricultural “Representatives, 
meet the farmer on his own farm 
and discuss the problems as they 
exist there. The discussion is per- 
sonal and to the point. Recom- 
mendations are specific, not general, 
as is the case in public meetings. 
There is general agreement and in 
almost every case action is taken. 
Soil Conservation Fundamental. 
|The prevention of erosion by wind 
or water and the maintenance of 
soil fertility.is the basie purpose of 
the campaigns, However, the cul- 
tural practices required to meet this 
end affects every part of the farm 
program. As a result the discussions 
include the use of trash cover, the 
seeding down of waterways to grass, 
the growing of forage crops to re- 
place fibre and soil fertility, ete. 
Better farms and farming are bound 
| to be the end result of the “Say
